Clouds Obscured the Heavens At the 


Time Appointed For Their Occur- 
rence—A Few Vagrant Orbs Were 
Seen 
Floating 
Through 
Space 


Furtively. 


Beloit, Nov. 16—Here as well as at 


other points throughout the country 
there was disappointment among stu- 
dents of the heavens at the failure of 
the annual metoric showers to material- 
ize. Preparations had been made at the 
college for meteoric counts on Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday. Absolutely noth- 
ing could be seen of this display in or 
around this vicinity on Saturday or 
Sunday morning oil acccount of' the 
clouds. 
Two meteors were seen on. 


Monday morning at about 1:30 o'clock 
through a gap in the clouds, and on 
Tuesday morning about five meteors 
were counted at the rate of about one 
per minute, moving in a general direc 
tion towards the northwest. 


Prof. Bacon, professor in astronomy, 


says that on Tuesday morning shortly 
before 5 o'clock, one brilliant meteor be • 
came visible, first near the zenith, which 
lighted up the whole heavens and left a 
luminous trail visible for about twenty 
five seconds. 
;ilt is p.iobable."' said Mr. 


Bacon, "that during the early hours of 
Sunday morning at least one or two 
meteors per minute might hnve been 
counted by observers who divided up 
the heavens BO as to cover all the con- 
stellations. 
It is also probable that the 


trails would have averaged five to tea 
seconds in duration and possibly more." 


The professor was very much disap- 


pointed with the unfavorable conditions, 
since it has been his ambition ever since 
taking up astronomy to make particular 
observations of this' phenomena which, 
occurs once in thirty-three years.

In 1892, 
when Janesville had but three bunks. 
the loans and discounts amounted to 
Sl.102,000, and deposits to 31,081.000. 
In 1898, which included November and 
December of 1897 and ten months of 


. 1898, the loans 
and discounts were 


81,230,000 and the deposits $1,419,000. 
He also made some comparisons regard 
ing the tobacco business which employs 
the greatest amount, of labor of any 
industry.

business had been as large as 'any other 
year, while groceries, boots and shoes.

Spnnlnb Statesmen Believe the Strength- 


ening of thc'-BrltlKh Fleet at Gibraltar 
1> Meant as • 
Covert Threat—Flam 


of Don Carlo* May Fall. 


Berlin, Nov. 16.—A dispatch to the 


Cologne Gazette from 
Madrid 
says 


that, 
according 
to trustworthy in- 


formation from London, Lord Salis- 
bury is disposed to act in concert with 
the United States and that the re-en- 
forcements which are being sent to 
Gibraltar make the British policy seem 
suspicious. 


It is quite generally the opinion in 


Spain, the'Cologne Gazette correspon- 
dent says, that, for this reason, the 
government ought to make peace with 
the Americans forthwith, before Great 
Britan has an opportunity to put her 
finger in the pie. 


In explanation of the dispatch to the 


Cologne Gazette, it should be remem- 
bered that Spain has at Ceuta, across 
from Gibraltar, a fortified post, the 
possession of which 
would 
greatly 


strengthen Great Britain's control of 
the entrance to the Mediteranean. It 
has frequently 
been reported 
that 


Spain would cede Ceuta to France or 
Germany in order to save it from Great 
Britain. 


Vlaayaf) Kevolt 1* Spreadtue. 


Madrid. Nov. 16.—Gen. Rios, gov- 


ernor of the Visayas islands and acting 
captain general of the Philippines, has 
telegraphed to the government that 
the insurrection is rapidly spreading in 
the Visayas. 


Its increase is so great .that he con- 


siders it prudent to maintain a purely 
defensive attitude, instead of assuming 
the aggressive, with the result of shed- ^ea'iTa're-" 
ding more Spanish blood. Gen. Rios 
gives a still graver aspect to the sit- 
uation, the circumstances of which are 
not made public by -the government. 


The opinion of the ministers is di- 


vided, although a majority of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet are really anxious 
that the affairs with which the Paris 
commissioners are concerned shall end 
quickly. In the meantime the govern- 
ment has telegraphed to Gen. Rios, in- 
structing 'him to endeavor 'by all possi- 
ble means to quell the rebellion. 


The queen regent is dismayed at 


seeing the turn events 'have taken, and 
public opinion is manifestly in favor 
of a speedy termination of the Paris 
negotiations. 


The Correo, in an article on the 


peace negotiations, admits that there 
is little hope of Germany's opposing 
the pretensions of the United States, 
and considers the ideas inspired by the 
promised call of Emperor AVilliam at 
certain Spanish ports to be altogether 
illusory. 
The Correo -connects the 


mobilization of the 
British 
reserve 


squadron with the Philippine question, 
and says it is Great Britain's intention 
to support the American demands. 


The Imperial, commenting on the ro- 
, port that Don Carlos has raised a 


large loan in London, declares that 
the British are aiming to create dis- 
orders so as to enable them to extend 
their 
possessions from Gibraltar by 


tactics similar to those employed by 
the Americans in Cuba. 


A leading Carlist predicts bhat there 


•will be a formidable rising w.ithin a 
month of the signing of the treaty ol 
peace. He says everything is ready and 
that the Carlists have an abundance 
of money in Paris and 
elsewhere. 


A high official of the ministry of war 
says that the government is aware ol

The battle commenced at daylight, 


when the train came in, and waged £or 
half an hour. The outlaws caTie into 
Chelsea about 4 o'clock in the morning, 
intending to rob the bank before any- 
one was awake, and then hold up the 
passenger train which arrives at Chel- 
sea about daylight. 
Their plans to 


rob the bank carried, but when they 
rode over to stop the passenger train 
the outlaws were met with a heavy 
fire from the .officers aboard the train. 


About 3 o'clock the night operator 


at the 'Frisco depot was 
suddenly 


startled by some one thrusting a gun 
in at the window antl commanding 
him to hold up his hands. He was 
looking into a rifle barrel in the hands 
of Sixkiller, a big fullblooded Indian. 
The Indian crawled in the window, 
and, assisted by the two others, tied 
the operator's hands and feet. They 
then left, telling him not to attempt to 
move if he valued his life. 'Ihe opera- 
tor's wife, Mrs. Gibbs, heard the noise 
and came down and released her hus- 
band long enough to send a message to 
Vinita notifying the officers to come on 
the next train. His quick-witted wife 
then tied him agan and went back 
upstars. 


Chelsea is a town of about l,0i)0 in- 


habitants. The bank is about a block 
from the depot. The outlaws pro- 
ceeded to the bank and successfully 
blew open the safe and secured nearly 
$5,000 in cash. They muffled the safe 
and windows and no one heard the ex- 
plosion. If they did, no one appeared 
on the scene. The Williams gang 
were all well known in Chelsea, and 
the inhabitants knew it meant death to 
attempt to stop them. 


The outlaws then came to the depot, 


saw that Operator Gibbs 
was still 


bound, and they then sat down on the 
platform to wait for the passenger 
train. Their ponies were turned loose 
on the vacant lot before 
the 
depot.. 


When the train came in the two Will- 
iams boys and John Gourd jumped on 
the first passenger coach and started 
throug-h, while the others tackled the 
express car. A deputy" marshal and a 
posse of eight men were in the smoker 
and opened fire, killing the three out- 
laws, who came into the coach before 
the outlaws had a chance to fire one 
shot. 


The others in front knew what had 


happened and started 
toward their 


ponies. All the marshals remained on 
the coach except Hendrix and James, 
who jumped out and started to follow. 
The four outlaws took refuge behind 
their ponies, and the battle waged for 
half an hour. Finally all of the out- 
laws were so badly injured that they 
were forced to surrender. Parker, a 
passenger on the train, was shot in 
the arm. He was hiding under a seat, 
and raised his arm above the window 
when a bullet crashed 
through 
the 


glass, hitting him. Nearly every glass 
in the car windows was shattered. 


The killing and wounding of 
the 


Williams gang completes the destruc- 
tion of the last gang of outlaws that 
have terrorized the territory for the 
last quarter of a century.
